cated on December 2, 1S48, am id the

tering throne, his 
son, Francis, Jo­ 
seph, 
became Emperor of 
Austria, 
though he was not crowned king of 
Hungary until June 8, 1867.

a state of revolution, and, with Kos­ 
suth as governor, declared itself a re­ 
public in 1849.
